“On behalf of the Gall¬ 
atin County Board of Ed¬ 
ucation, I wish to express 
our sincere appreciation 
for the 15 years of dedi¬ 
cated service Mrs. Anita 
McFarland has performed 
as a school board mem¬ 
ber,” wrote Perkins. “Fler 
perspective on impor¬ 
tant board issues will be 
missed....We may have 
lost a board member, but 
Mrs. McFarland is still 
a supporter of education 
and an advocate for learn¬ 
ing.” 

The Commissioner of 
Education, Dr. Terry Hol¬ 
iday, will appoint some¬ 
one to fill McFarland’s 
unexpired term within the 
next 90 days. Whoever is 
appointed and any other 
person interested in rep¬ 
resenting Glencoe on the 
Board of Education will 
have to run for a four-year 
term in the November 
general election. 

A school board mem¬ 
ber must be at least 24 
years old, have a high 
school or GED degree 
and can’t have a close 
relative employed by the 
school district. Their du¬ 
ties include: Adopting a 
school calendar, setting 
graduation requirements, 
adopting a code of disci¬ 
pline, expelling students, 
levying taxes and attend¬ 
ing regular meetings and 
training sessions. 

While board members 
do create general job de¬ 
scriptions, they are not in¬ 
volved in hiring teachers 
and other staff members. 
They do, however, hire 
the superintendent, board 
attorney, board secretary 
and board treasurer. 

School board members 
receive $75 per meet¬ 
ing plus 45-cents a mile 
for traveling to and from 
meeting. There are about 
20 meeting a year. 

“There are many chal¬

Parking company says it did 
nothing wrong on race day 


Kentucky Speedway 
hired Brantley Securities 
Services last year to over¬ 
see parking at its inaugu¬ 
ral NASCAR Sprint Cup 
race. Now, that company 
disputes a recent assertion 
that only 84 of an expect¬ 
ed 300 employees showed 
up for work on race day. 

The track’s owner, 
Bruton Smith, criticized 
Brantley Security at a 
news conference in North 
Carolina. Smith was dis¬ 
cussing changes at Ken¬ 
tucky Speedway to pre¬ 
vent a major gridlock on 
area roads such as the one 
that occurred last July. 
Insufficient parking is 
thought to be the primary 


Gallatin County’s un¬ 
employment rate rose to 
8.0 percent in December, 
according to the state’s 
Office of Employment 
and Training.

cause of a major traffic 
jam that prevented thou¬ 
sands of race fans from 
getting to the track.

Curran said Brantley 
contracted with the speed¬ 
way to provide 96 parking 
attendants for the Quaker 
State 400 in July, and 112 
showed up on race day.”

to make sure they fill their 
calls for workers,” Curran 
wrote to the Cincinnati 
Enquirer recently. “To me 
that (Smith’s accusation) 
was a complete lie that I 
think was made up three 
seconds before he went 
on stage.” 

Brantley’s contract 
with the Speedway was 
not renewed after last 
year’s Sprint Cup race. 

Speedway officials 
have not commented on 
the dispute. Instead of¬ 
ficials have emphasized 
improvements being 
made to ensure race fans 
will have a much easier 
time getting to the track 
this June. 

In recent months, Ken¬ 
tucky Speedway has paid 
$2.2 million for two par¬ 
cels of land totaling 171 
acres along KY 35 that 
will be used for park¬ 
ing. It’s also clearing 
47 more acres it already 
owns to add more park¬ 
ing areas. The expansion 
will add between 12,200 
and 18,700 parking spots 
allowing an additional 
36,600 to 56,100 fans to 
park at the track, accord¬ 
ing to speedway esti¬ 
mates. Gravel lanes have 
also been installed in the 
parking fields to assure 
easy access in wet weath¬ 
er. 

The Commonwealth of 
Kentucky has also done 
its share to help fans get 


in and out of the speed¬ 
way. It’s spending $3.7 
million to widen the exit 
ramp from southbound 
1-71 to KY 35, to widen 
KY 35 near the track and 
to build a pedestrian tun¬ 
nel under KY 35. That 
tunnel will give fans easy 
access from the new park¬ 
ing areas to the speed¬ 
way’s entrance. The work 
will close KY 35 for about 
two months.

the eligibility require¬ 
ments as established by 
KRS 160.180 and shall 
hold office until a suc¬ 
cessor is elected and has 
qualified. The Board may 
make nominations and 
any person may nomi¬ 
nate himself/herself or 
another for the office. 
Any vacancy having an 
unexpired term of one 
(1) year or more shall be 
filled for the unexpired 
term by an election to be 
held at the next regular 
November election after 
the vacancy occurs. The 
elected member shall 
succeed the member cho¬ 
sen by the Commissioner 
of Education to fill the 
vacancy.

Beshear may succeed with casinos and tax reform 


Gov. Steve Beshear has a rea¬ 
sonable shot at leaving two big 
legacies in his rare two-term gov¬ 
ernorship; racetrack casinos to 
preserve the state’s horse indus¬ 
try and keep gambling dollars at 
home, and reforming the tax code 
to preserve the state’s ability to in¬ 
vest in its future. 

The first is a necessary evil, 
the second is a devilish necessity, 
and both are in danger of getting 
into trouble before they really get 
started. 

Beshear has a casino bill, one 
that will probably allow one or two 
non-racetrack casinos with local 
voter approval, but he’s keeping it 
under wraps until Franklin Circuit 
Judge Phillip Shepherd mles on 
the constitutionality of the district 
lines the legislature drew for itself 
last month. 

The general expectation is that 
Shepherd will reject the redis¬ 
tricting plans, probably sending 
the question to the state Supreme 
Court and further extending the 
filing deadline for legislative seats, 
which he did with a restraining or¬ 
der last week. 

Beshear had hoped to trot the 
bill out soon after the filing dead¬ 
line, which was supposed to be 
last Tuesday. Fegislators want to 
be sure what district they’re run¬ 
ning in, and what opposition they 
have, before they sign on to even 
potentially controversial legisla¬ 
tion. But if the deadline is ex¬ 
tended again, Beshear will have 
to go ahead with the bill, because 
legislative time is beginning to run 
short. 

Redistricting “complicates the 
gaming issue” going forward, 
Beshear acknowledged. “Every¬ 
body wants to get a filing deadline 
behind them.” 

On the plus side, the governor 
said, “We don’t need to educate a 
lot of people on the issue of ex¬ 
panded gambling because it has 


been discussed for almost 20 years.” 

A poll taken for Churchill Downs 
and Keeneland in December found 
that 69 percent of registered Ken¬ 
tucky voters strongly favor putting a 
casino amendment on the ballot, and 
another 18 percent said they some¬ 
what favored a vote. 

Despite those numbers, the 
amendment still faces the opposi¬ 
tion of Senate President David Wil¬ 
liams, whom Beshear said last week 
was intimidating and threatening 
fellow Republicans. Williams de¬ 
nied it. Williams’ favorite campaign 
platform plank was a commission to 
draft a tax-reform plan. Beshear said 
last fall that the state shouldn’t raise 
taxes on anyone until the economy 
improved; now he wants a commis¬ 
sion, but one that would only rec¬ 
ommend a reform plan. Part of the 
reason for state tax reform is to gen¬ 
erate economic growth that would 
produce more tax revenue, and cities 
and counties’ limited tax portfolios 
probably inhibit growth. The state 
constitution doesn’t allow them to 
levy local sales taxes, but does al¬ 
low occupational taxes. That taxes 
income, which economic developers 


say scares off some entrepreneurs. 
A constitutional change could allow 
a more balanced local-tax approach 
and to be politically acceptable it 
could make local sales taxes subject 
to voter approval. 

Beshear says the commission will 
be chaired by Ft. Gov. Jerry Abram¬ 
son and will use economists as well 
as accountants and tax lawyers, and 
will have “broad representation from 
across the commonwealth.” But it 
appears the commission will have 
no economists. That sounds too 
much like a politically correct group 
that will lack the expert knowledge 
needed to decide what tax policies to 
endorse. At least one person who has 
been told to expect appointment to 
the commission (and spoke to me on 
condition of anonymity) has no back¬ 
ground in tax policy, so he called an 
economist to get some fast schooling 
in the subject. The commission needs 
members who teach about taxes and 
do research on them rather than just 
folks who need to bone up.

GLYPHOSATE- 
RESISTANT WEEDS 
SPREADING! 

Kentucky farmers have 
battled weeds resistant 
to herbicides containing 
glyphosate (RoundUp) for 
the past decade. 

A recent survey of 
agriculture and natural 
resource agents with the 
University of Kentucky 
Cooperative Extension 
Service indicates these 
weeds are becoming more 
widespread. 

Marestail (also known 
as horse weed), Palmer 
amaranth and waterhemp 
are examples of weeds that 
are not being controlled 
with glyphosate. All three 
weeds can pose problems 
for soybean growers. 

Glyphosate-resistant 
marestail was found in 
Kentucky in 2001. It is 
now in almost all of the 
counties west of Interstate 
65 and is spreading 
eastward. The majority 
of marestail in the state 


has glyphosate resistance. 
While it can emerge in 
the fall and overwinter in 
Kentucky, it often emerges 
early March through the 
summer. 

It’s important to control 
marestail before planting 
soybeans; once soybeans 
are in the ground, there 
are not many treatment 
options and they are not 
very effective. 

Palmer amaranth and 
waterhemp may be present 
is as many as 19 counties, 
mostly in Western 
Kentucky. 

They were first 
observed in fields located 
in flood plains or river 
bottoms but are now 
appealing in upland fields. 
The excessive flooding the 
past two springs may have 
contributed to the spread 
of these two weeds. 

Fields need to be 
monitored closely in order 
for growers to respond in a 
timely manner. Along with 
timeliness, soil-residual 


herbicides are going to be 
important in controlling 
these weeds. 

Specific weed control 
recommendations for all 
three weeds and others 
are available in UK 
Cooperative Extension 
publication AGR-6, Weed 
Control Recommendations 
for Kentucky Grain Crops. 
The publication is available 
online at the Gallatin 
County Cooperative 
Extension Service.
